Strike Halts W ork On 
Arm y Building Project 


WILMINGTON, N. C., March 3.— (UP)—Nearly 4000 
workers, members of the Wilmington Building Trades Coun­ 
cil (AFL), struck today at Camp Davis, the army’s $13,- 
000,000 anti-aircraft firing range under construction on the 
North Carolina coast. 
Most of the strikers were car­ 
penters, but the group 
included 
representatives of upwards of 20 
crafts affiliated with the council. 
Picket lines were thrown up at 
the 10 entrances to the camp. 
Work Halted 
Approximately 500 men march­ 
ed back and forth in the picket 
lines, many of them carrying "un­ 
fair to labor” banners. The 8 00 
electricians and plumbers employ­ 
ed on the project refused to cross 
the picket lines, although they 
were not among those called out 
on strike. 
Union leaders said work at the 
camp was almost completely halt­ 
ed. 
About 16,000 men are employed 
on construction of the an tiaircraft 
firing range. 
L. H. Rouse, business agent of 
the council, said the strike 
was 
called at a mass meeting of 2,000 
workers Sunday night because the 
construction company in charge 


refused the council’s demands for 
“at least a preferential shop” and 
wage-hour conditions on

council. He predicted the strike 
would be won within 24 hours—

Accuses Agitators

Order Gas Masks 
For Civilians 


WASHINGTON, 
March 
3. — 
(AP) — The war department dis­ 
closed today that it had ordered 
a “limited quantity” of low cost 
gas masks for non-combatants. 
Officials said the masks were 
designed to meet the requirements 
of a military commander in pro­ 
viding protection against gas for 
non-combatants remaining in ar­ 
eas under military jurisdiction and 
contqol. 
“The non-combatant gas mask, 
however, is of a type which the 
war department believes would be 
suitable for general civilian use,” 
a formal announcement said. 
“The mask provides protection 
against all known w ar gases in 
the same manner as does the serv­ 
ice gas mask issued th e troops, but 
is not designed for the long life 
and rugged use of the service gas 
mask.”

Formal annou ncement in Berlin today that German 
troops in Bu lgaria do not hav e positions along the Greek 
or Tu rkish frontiers as their “intended objectiv es” shows 
that Hitler continu es to hope his diplomatic offensiv e will 
force the Greeks to make peace. 
Indeed the fu ehrer’s long range 
pu rpose in adding Bu lgaria to his 
Ru manian military base, is pri­ 
marily concerned 
with 
Ru ssia 
rather than with Greece. 
It is not reasonable to su ppose 
that all the elaborate 
arrange­ 
ments made to ex tend Germany ’s 
great war machine into Bu lgaria is 
du e simply to little 
Greece. 
Of 
cou rse, Hitler faces the necessity 
for try ing to sav e 
the 
Italians 
from the conseq u ences of their de­ 
feat by the Greeks, bu t that pu r­ 
pose is inadeq u ate to ju stify the 
present German mov ements. 
With the Greeks so heav ily con­ 
tending against the Italians in Al­ 
bania, it wou ld seem fantastic to 
believ e that Hitler considers he 
mu st assemble sev eral hu ndred 
thou sand troops to 
attack 
the 
northeastern corner of the Hel­ 
lenic kingdom. 
If 
British 
aid 
reaches Greece it is more likely to 
be in the air than on land and 
mu st be met by planes 
rather 
than infantry . 
Seek To Cheek Tu rkey 
German 
military 
concentra­ 
tions in Bu lgaria can be interpret­ 
ed as intended to hold Tu rkey in 
check, bu t Tu rkey ’s attitu de is 
determined in Moscow.

say s that to ns o f fo o d will be d istribu ted to lemo n 
p ickers who are o n strike. 
If wo rkers can d emand env p rice they wish 
fo r their send ees and if they d o no t get it, by 
their v o tes, take the fru its o f labo r o f tho se 
w’ho hav e wo rked and sav ed in the p ast, then 
d emo cracy canno t last lo ng, if this is what 
d emo cracy means. 
When men co me to the p o int where they can 
establish their o wn wages by fo rce# o f the state, 
we are aband o ning eternal p rincip les and natu ral 
laws, we are attem p ting to p u t in p lace o f them 
man-mad e Jaws. 
All histo ry p ro v es that attem p ting to establish 
wages in this manner o nly lead s to eating u p 
the su rp lu s and d isco u raging p eo p le fro m wo rk­ 
ing. 
It is, in reality , Co mmu nism o n a big scale. 
A man nev er was kno wn, in all histo iy , to be 
willing to wo rk u nless he believ ed he was go ing 
to get the fru its o f his wo rk and hav e the right 
to d istribu te it where he saw fit. 
This incid ent sho ws ho w’ rap id ly we are trav ­ 
eling o n the ro ad to Ru ssia and , ,y et, we w ant 
to go to Eu ro p e and Asia to teach them ho w to 
liv e. 


SOUNDING A WISE WARNING 
In a recent sermo n, Rev . C. E. Ho lman o f the 
F irst Metho d ist chu rch, so u nd ed a wise warning 
as to the resu lts if p riv ate ed u catio n were re ­ 
p laced by state ed u catio n. 
He p o inted o u t that the co llege he grad u ated 
fro m w'as a p riv ate co llege and this y ear was its 
last y ear; that there were so me 30 o ther p riv ate 
co lleges that had giv en no tice that they wo u ld be 
o bliged fo d isco ntinu e. 
He o bserv ed that in 19 20, 6 7 p er cent o f the 
grad u ates came fro m p riv ate co lleges. 
In 19 39 , 
the tid e had changed u ntil o v er half o f the grad ­ 
u ates came fro m state co lleges. 
He called the co ngregatio n’s attentio n to the 
fact that when the state ev entu ally to o k o v er all 
ed u catio n, it was o nly a q u estio n o f time u ntil 
they wo u ld take o v er the chu rches. 
Wo u ld that ev ery p reacher u nd ersto o d what is 
taking p lace as well as Rev . Ho lman d o es and 
u sed his energies to aro u se the p eo p le as to the 
d rift and ev entu al resu lts. 
It will take the co m­ 
bined effo rt o f ev ery o ne w’ho lo v es the o riginal 
o bjectiv es o f the Co nstitu tio n and the p rincip les 
ex p ressed in the Sermo n o n the Mo u nt to aro u se 
the p eo p le as to the ev entu al resu lts if the trend 
o f the state encro aching o n p riv ate ed u catio n is 
no t rev ersed . 
Yo u ng p eo p le d o no t u nd erstand that p u blic 
ed u catio n resu lting fro m co ercio n and co mp u lsio n 
nev er can be trd e ed u catio n, alo ng the p rincip les 
tau ght by the greatest o f all teachers.

BUSINESS JITTERS 
t (The New’ Yo rk Time#) 


In the last few mo nths we hav e seen the strange 
sp ectacle o f rap id ly ad v ancing bu siness co mbined 
with a sharp ly falling sto ck market. 
It is clear 
that mo re than o ne facto r mu st be inv o lv ed in any 
ex p lanatio n o f these co nflicting trend s. In sp ite o f 
military v icto ries in Africa, there has been rising 
co ncern in the markets regard ing the ability o f 
Great Britain to withstand the attacks o f Hitler in 
the sp ring. 
There has been gro wing fear that 
we may o u rselv es be o bliged to p articip ate in the 
war, with all that this wo u ld bring in increased 
tax atio n that has alread y o ccu rred , and the d i­ 
rectio n o f the ad ministratio n’s recent eco no mic 
p o licy . 
The net resu lt o f all this—esp ecially when w’e 
p ile o n so me o f the ambigu o u s o r u nreaso nable re­ 
strictio ns o f the Secu rities and Ex change Co mmis­ 
sio n—has been o nce mo re, in sp ite o f u np aralleled 
armament o rd ers, to u nd ermine the co nfid ence o f 
inv esto rs and bu sinessmen. 
Bu siness is being 
gu aranteed , so to sp eak, against large p ro fits; bu t 
it is no t being gu aranteed o n the o ther sid e against 
lo sses. 
If bu siness wo rked the way so me New 
Dealers imagine it wo rks, if there were su ch a 
thing as a u nifo rm and d ep end able “rate o f retu rn” 
fo r risk cap ital, and it were merely a q u estio n o f 
red u cing this fro m 6 p er cent to 4, o r fro m 4 to 2, 
d o u btless no t mu ch harm wo u ld be d o ne. 
Bu t 
that is no t the way bu siness wo rks. Risk cap ital 
mu st alway s take risks. Fo r 19 38 less than 17 0,000 
co rp o ratio ns rep o rted net inco me to the go v ern­ 
ment, while mo re than 300,000 rep o rted d eficits. If 
risk cap ital is go ing to be d enied the p ro sp ect o f 
su bstantial p ro fits while it co ntinu es to ru n the 
risk o i p artial o r to tal lo ss, risk cap ital mu st tend 
to d isap p ear. 


: U NIVERSAL RIG H TS, NO T O NE-WAY 
RIG H TS 
A read er fro m Po rtales, New Mex ico takes ex ­ 
cep tio n to my co ntentio n that a wo rker gets his 
fair share o f the wealth p ro d u ced jo intly by 
himself and his emp lo y er when he gets as mu ch 
as he co u ld earn wo rking fo r himself o r wo rking 
fo r any o ne else. 
He 
asks, “Why no t ap p ly that 
same ru le to the emp lo y er? 
Why no t say that 
the emp lo y er is entitled o nly to as mu ch as he 
co u ld make witho u t the aid o f emp lo y es?” 
Ho w wages sho u ld be established is a q u estio n 
o f the u tmo st imp o rtance. 
To o many p eo p le believ e there is so me better 
way than the free m arket way . 
It has nev er as 
y et been d isco v ered . 
I am glad to answer the 
q u estio ner. 
The reaso n is that neither the emp lo y er o r 
the emp lo y e sho u ld be barred fro m the right o f 
ex changing his serv ices with who mev er d esires 
to v o lu ntarily ex change. 
Of co u rse, if we wo u ld say the emp lo y er has 
no right to ex change serv ices with any bo d y , which 
the q u estio ner in reality d o es, the emp lo y er 
wo u ld starv e to d eath. 
Then again to p rev ent the emp lo y er fro m hav ­ 
ing the right to ex change his serv ices (his labo r) 
with w’crkers, wo u ld be to d o u nto ld harm to the 
wo rkers. 
It wo u ld so red u ce p ro d u ctio n that 
the wo rkers wo u ld be red u ced to mere animal 
ex istence. 
There wo u ld be in fact no emp lo y ­ 
ment if the man w'ho had to o ls was no t p erm it­ 
ted to hire men to o p erate them. 
No , u nd er a d emo cracy all p eo p le mu st hav e 
eq u al rights to ex change their serv ices. 
T hat is 
all bu siness is—an ex change o f serv ices. 
A d e­ 
mo cracy mu st hav e u niv ersal laws, no t class leg­ 
islatio n, as the Po rtales read er inq u ires abo u t. 
The same read er co ntend s that Fo rd makes 
a p ro fit fro m the u se o f co al and iro n and o ther 
reso u rces o f the earth. 
He co ntend s that these 
canno t be rep laced . 
That is w hat co al and iro n are fo r—to u se. And 
the wo rker has as mu ch right to u se these and 
make a p ro fit o n them as Fo rd d o es. 
All these 
natu ral reso u rces were intend ed to be u sed to 
benefit mankind . 
If Fo rd o r no o ne else u sed them, the wo rk­ 
ers wo u ld su ffer. 
The little bit o f wealth that Fo rd , o r any rich 
man, co nsu mes is infinitesimally small. 
If they 
Jiv ed o n cu rd s and whey , it wo u ld no t so lv e o u r 
p ro blems o f p o v erty , as the Po rtales read er and 
many p eo p le think. We wo u ld all like to believ e 
that the so lu tio n o f eliminating p o v erty was as 
easy as sto p p ing the rich fro m hav ing a y acht o r 
a Flo rid a ho me. 
If the rich hav e a y acht and a Flo rid a ho me 
and hav e secu red them by p ay ing as mu ch wages 
as o ther p eo p le will p ay , and benefitting their 
cu sto mers mo re than o ther p eo p le are able to 
benefit them, and hav e so mething left o v er, then 
this wealth belo ngs to them. And if we believ e in 
a d emo cratic sy stem o r a Christian sy stem, they 
hav e the right to u se it as giv es them enjo y ment. 
The greatest o f all teachers said , “Is it no t 
right fo r me to d o with my o wn as I w ill?” 
Again He said , “Who mad e me a d iv id er o v er I 
y o u ?” Again He said , “To him that hath shall 
be giv en and to him that hath no t shall be taken 
away ev en that which he hath.” 
No , the rich d o no t make the p o o r p o o rer. 
It 
is o nly becau se men o f fo resight, who accu mu late 
to o ls and cap ital, that the wo rkers are able to 
liv e no w as kip gs were no t able to liv e a few cen­ 
tu ries ago . 
It is to the interest o f the p o o rest w o rker that 
the emp lo y er be p erm itted to hire the man who 
need s the jo b mo st and to who m a d o llar means 
mo re than it d o es to o ther wo rkers. A free m ar­ 
ket, u niv ersal ru les with no d iscriminato ry laws, 
has resu lted in higher wages than any o ther sy s­ 
tem. 
It is either that o r so me fo rm o f d ictato rship — 
the d istribu tio n o f the p ro d u cts o f labo r by fo rce 
and co ercio n. 
No man has ev er been able to write any o ther 
ru le o f arriv ing a t wages that he will attem p t to 
d efend , o ther than a free market. 
The minu te 
he d o es, he find s himself in the wo rst p o ssible 
fo rm o f d ilemma that lead s him into d ictato rship 
and co ercio n and ty ranny . 
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SILENT FINANCING 
(The Washingto n Po st) 


The q u estio n is o ften asked ho w Germany man­ 
ages U) finance its tremend o u s war effo rt witho u t 
inflatio n. 
Herr E. W. Schmid t, a d irecto r o f the 
Deu tsche bank, say s it is d o ne by , o f all things, 
“silent financing.” It w;o u ld be ju st as mu ch o f a 
so lecism to say that it is d o ne by silent inflatio n. 
H err Schmid t in making this statement, p re­ 
sented o ne o f the first co mp rehensiv e p ictu res o f 
Nazi war finance. 
He said the co u ntry ’s annu al 
tax bill amo u nts to a third o f the to tal natio nal 
inco me o r abo u t 34 biilio n’ marks. 
Bu t the wTar 
machine isn’t satisfied with this tremend o u s intake 
o f tax es. It also has to be su stained o n lo ans o u t 
o f the u ntax ed remaind er o f the natio nal inco me, 
as is o bv io u s fro m the rise in the p u blic d ebt. 
Since the o u tbreak o f the war the d ebt lo ad has 
increased by 45 billio n marks. 
And ev en this 
ad d itio n isn’t eno u gh fo r the su p p o rt o f Mars. 
Fu nd s ax e req u ired o v er and abo v e tho se which 


co me o u t o f tax es and lo ans, and these are su p ­ 
p lied by a co mp licated series o f financial and p rice 
co ntro ls. 
They take the fo rm mainly o f ratio ning 
d ev ices, 
i o r instance, the Deu tsche bank d irecto r 
say s that the ratio ning o f tex tiles alo ne has re­ 
leased abo u t 5 billio n marks o f inco me fo rmerly 
sp ent o n clo thing. 
This is the sy stem that Herr Schmid t calls 
"silent financing,” and gu arantees that it can bq 
d o ne witho u t inflatio n. 
He will ad d to the feeling 
o f so me Americans that there is bo th my stery and 
v irtu e in it. 
Bu t there is no mo re my stery in the 
sy stem than in a p o lice sy stem. As fo r the v irtu e, 
what is the d ifference between a go o d that is go ­ 
ing u p in p rice all the time and a go o d that is 
mad e scarce by ratio ning? Bo th p artake o f the ills 
o f inflatio n, tho u gh the Nazi kind is p assiv e. 
In 
fact, the p assiv e inflatio n is the fo rse o f the two . 
Fo r if the fo rego ing o f co mfo rts, co nv eniences and 
necessities seems harsh, then the screws can be 
tightened , and liv ing stand ard s fo rced d o wn re­ 
mo rselessly .

p o u nd s a few' mo nths after the 
Armistice. 
Bu t in 19 19 -20 these facto ries 
w’ere to rn 
d o wn 
o r co nv erted , 
by co mp anies wo rried lest the 
go v ernment 
get 
into mu nitio ns 
manu factu re and co mp ete with 
their p riv ate bu siness. 
Twenty y ear* hav e p assed . To ­ 
d ay , with the co u ntry facing the 
mo st u rgent rearmament race in 
histo ry , 
p riv ate 
co mp anies still 
are wo rried o v er go v ernment o p ­ 
eratio n — esp ecially 
o f 
nitrate 
p lants. 
It hap p ens that nitrate is the 
key 
to 
gu np o wd er 
p ro d u ctio n. 
Manu factu re o f p o wd er is a sim­ 
p le and sp eed y p ro cess. 
Bu t it 
is mad e fro m ex p lo siv e nitrate, 
and nitrate p ro d u ctio n is far mo re 
d ifficu lt. 
So u rce o f Nitrates 
There are two kind s o f nitrate, 
natu ral 
and 
sy nthetic. 
Majo r 
so u rce o f the natu ral is Chile. 
Bu t it has two big d rawbacks: 
(1) the d esp erate ship p ing sho rt­ 
age; (2) the p ro d u ct’s inferio rity 
to sy nthetic nitrate fo r p o wd er 
p u rp o ses, altho u gh go o d eno u gh 
fo r fertilizer. 
Use o f sy nthetic 
nitrate fo r ex p lo siv es is far mo re 
efficient, less ex p ensiv e and mil­ 
itarily mo re d esirable. 
In the United States there are 
o nly two big p ro d u cers o f sy n­ 
thetic 
ex p lo siv e 
nitrate—Allied 
Chemical and Dy e co rp o ratio n, at 
its giant Ho p ewell, Va., p lant; 
and d u Po nt. 
When d efense co mmissio n chiefs 
d ecid ed 
to 
bu ild

p lants, they also had to p ro v id e 
an ad eq u ate su p p ly o f nitrate. 
And right there they ran head - 
o n into a maze o f p riv ate o p p o si­

First N itrate Hitch 
First hitch was o bjectio n to 
the 
go v ernment's 
p lan 
o f

p o rting Chilean nitrate, thu s p er­ 
mitting Allied Chemical’s Ho p e- 
well p lant to sto p making fer­ 
tilizer and d ev o te its entire ca­ 
p acity to ex p lo siv e nitrates, if 
necessary . 
The chemical ind u stry fell o n 
this p lan 
like a 
to n o f brick. 
Backed by certain army o fficials, 
it ho tly d enied that the natio n 
faced a nitrate sho rtage. 
Ho p e­ 
well’s 
fu ll 
facilities, 
it 
was 
argu ed , wo u ld no t be need ed fo r 
p o wd er p u rp o ses. 
The d efense co mmissio n then 
tu rned to d ev elo p ing new p lant 
facilities. 
Here 
go o d 
fo rtu ne 
seemed to smile. 
TV A still had 
its Wo rld war nitrate 
p lant at 
Mu scle Sho als, was eager to u se 
jit fo r d efense p ro d u ctio n. 
Bu t d u ring lo ng senate d ebates 
in the Co o lid ge and Ho o v er ad ­ 
ministratio ns* which o p p o sed go v - 


ernment p ro d u ctio n o f nitrates, 
the machinery had lain id le, and 
no w need ed mo d ernizatio n. Still 
that wo u ld , take less time than 
erecting a new p lant, and there

ities. 
Seco nd Nitrate Hiteh 
When the d efense co mmissio n 
mo v ed to u se this go v ernment-

tacitly enco u raged by 
the army .

o rs. 
Washingto n, the first and fo re­ 
mo st o f eminent A m e r i c a n s 
against eno rmo u s o d d s, freed o u r 
co u ntry fro m the p o litical bo nd ­ 
age 
o f 
an 
o v erbearing 
Great 
Britain. 
Later, fro m hu mble beginnings 
came the kind ly , stead fast Linco ln, 
o u tstand ing in statu re, mo re o u t­ 
stand ing in character. Co nsistent, 
ho nest, u nassu ming, Abe freed o u r 
co u ntry fro m the inhu man institu ­ 
tio n o f slav ery . 
He gav e the na­ 
tio n a new birth o f freed o m mo re 
in keep ing with the sp irit o f o u r 
Delaratio n o f Ind ep end ence. 
These u nselfish, d ev o ted lead ers 
were backed by d aring so ld iers 
and statesmen, with u nwav ering 
faith in their cau se. 
These men 
p o ssessed p rincip les and they p o s 
sessed co u rage to d efend tho se 
p rincip les at all hazard s. 
There is no reaso n to believ e 
that American so ld iers arid sail­ 
o rs hav e su ffered any serio u s let­ 
d o wn fro m the v aliant reco rd s set 
by o u r fo refathers. 
Bu t it has 
been rep eated ly d emo nstrated that 
the co ntro lling majo rity o f o u r 
lead ing p o liticians are lacking am­ 
bitio n 
and 
co u rage 
to 
d efend 
American p rincip les. In fact they 
themselv es p o ssess no p rincip les 
wo rth d efend ing. 
Their p athway 
to p o wer is strewn with bro ken 
p ro mises. 
They lo o k o n them­

WASHINGTON, March 3.—So 
mu ch o f fu nd amental right has 
been sneered away in the rise o f 
p o wer o f u nio n bo sses that many 
Americans hav e wearily su rren­ 
d ered to a co nd itio n which they 
kno w to be wro ng. In the name 
o t natio nal u nity , in the inter­ 
ests o f d efense, the citizen is ex 
p ected and co mp elled to aband o n 
his p o sitio n to men who ex p lo it 
the emergency to gain their end s 
by warfare in the streets. 
So no w, in the Bethlehem Steel 
strike, the emp lo y er is co mp elled 
to receiv e back o n the jo b men 
who were accu sed o f engaging in 
a sitd o wn and d amaging p ro p erty 
in a p lant engaged in d efense 
wo rk. The u nio n, which, ho ld s no 
w arrant to bargain fo r the wo rk­ 
men, 
gained 
its 
o bjectiv e 
by 
clashes with the p o lice and by es­ 
tablishing a p icket line which p re­ 
v ented American citizens fro m en­ 
tering the p lant to p u rsu e their 
lawfu l, and in this case, p atrio tic 
o ccu p atio n. 
There has been no 
d eterminatio n o f the merit o f the 
charge that the accu sed men d id 
engage in a sitd o wn strike o r 
d amage p ro p erty , and it can be 
assu med that the q u estio n nev er 
will be tried at all. 
This simp ly 
that, ev en tho u gh the men were 
gu ilty , the u nio n u p ho ld s them 
It will be taken fo r granted 
that they will no t be p ro secu ted 
in 
the p u blic co u rts o n *hese 
charges, fo r it is no w an estab­ 
lished right o f labo r u nio ns to 
seize and d estro y p ro p erty and 
interfere with the o p eratio ns o f 
p lant and o f men who want to 
wo rk. 
That right is established 
by cu sto m and su rrend er o n the 
p art o f the p eo p le bu t no t by any 
law. 
The u nio ns hav e set themselv es 
abo v e laws which ap p ly to all o th­ 
er bo d ies and ind iv id u als, and the 
natio nal go v ernment has u p held 
them. 
Ind eed , o ne o f the high­ 
est o fficials o f the New Deal was 
heard to say regard ing the mem­ 
o rable sitd o wn at General Mo t­ 
o rs that, after all, this was o nly 
a case o f ind iv id u al tresp ass mu l­ 
tip lied by the nu mber o f men 
inv o lv ed. 
The fact that they were act­ 
ing in co ncert, u nd er the d irec­ 
tio n o f a central p o wer with no 
resp o nsibility to the co mmu nity in 
d efiance o f all lo cal au tho rity , 
was o bligingly igno red in the in­ 
terests o f u nio neers who were bent 
o n fo rcing into their p o wer v ast 
nu mbers o f Americans who w ant­ 
ed no d ealings with them bu t 
d id want to wo rk at their jo bs. 
It is no t rep resented that the 
CIO Steel W o rkers’ u nio n has au ­ 
tho rity to bargain fo r the wo rk­ 


ers o f Bethlehem. 
The wishes o f 
the wo rkers in that resp ect hav e 
nev er been co nsu lted , mu ch less 
reco rd ed . 
A p riv ate o rganizatio n 
simp ly d ecid ed to statio n p ickets . 
at certain p o ints to bar fro m a 
p lant all tho se who wanted to 
wo rk there and to beat u p any 
who tried to p ass. 
This p riv ate o rganizatio n had 
no cred entials fro m the wo rkers, 
and , o f co u rse, u nd er a fine o ld 
theo ry that ap p lied to the co n­ 
d u ct o f all citizens ex cep t u nio n­ 
eers, it had no right to beat u p - 
any bo d y o r interfere with any * 
citizens’ lawfu l o ccu p atio n, 
bu t 
that fine o ld theo ry has been 
waiv ed as to u nio ns and , with the 
enco u ragement o f the go v ernment, 
a sp ecial p riv ilege has been es­ 
tablished fo r certain p riv ate o r­ 
ganizatio ns to co nd u ct civ il war. 
This d angero u s p reced ent might 
ap p eal to o ther gro u p s later— 
after all, these u nio ns are p o - A 
litical in character, to o —and if 
these p o litical gro u p s are held to 
be within their rights, then o ther 
p o litical 
gro u p s 
wearing 
trick 
band s and trick shirts might, with 
eq u al right, d ecid e to take to the 
streets and beat u p ind iv id u als 
who se co nd u ct d isp leased them in 
any way o r to bar cu sto mers 
fro m certain sto res. 
There is no 
reaso n why a gro u p p resenting 
itself to be a labo r u nio n sho u ld 
hav e beating-u p and rio ting p riv ­ 
ileges su p erio r to tho se o f a p ri­ 
v ate gro u p with a p u rely p o litical 
missio n. 
That wo u ld be mo no p ­ 
o ly . 
This little v icto ry fo r o rganized Jk 
labo r is mo re d angero u s to la­ 
bo r and to the rights o f all Am­ 
ericans than lo ss o f the argu ­ 
ment wo u ld hav e been. After all, 
u nd er the Wagner act, fau lty as 
it is, this u nio n had a right to 
v o te o n the q u estio n whether it 
actu ally d id rep resent the .Yo rk­ 
ers at Bethlehem’s p lant. 
The 
u nio n av o id ed a sho wd o wn and 
fo u ght, any way , 
to o btain, 
by 
v io lence, a gam o f p o wer to which 
it may no t hav e been entitled 
u nd er the retu rns o f an o rd erly 
v o te. 
The sitd o wn is no t merely mu l- \ 
tip le tresp ass,. no r is rio ting mer- 
ly mu ltip le simp le assau lt and 
o nly the shy ster reaso ning o f the 
co rru p ted liberal wo u ld see these 
, 
serio u s acts as su ch. 
And the 
ex clu sio n fro m their p lace o f em­ 
p lo y ment o n natio nal d efense o f 
lafge nu mbers o f p atrio tic Amer­ 
icans, as a means o f co ercing 
them into the ranks o f p riv ate, 
lawless, tax ing gro u p s, may p ro ­ 
v o ke rep risals by o ther p riv ate 
gro u p s.

The Med iterranean sea and the 
co u ntries bo rd ering it hav e beco me 
the arena in which, p o ssibly , the 
tu rning p o int in 
this 
Eu ro p ean 
war may be seen. It has been the 
battlegro u nd , so to 
sp eak, 
fo r 
nu mero u s clashes, lo ng befo re any 
au thentic reco rd was kep t. 
We d o hav e the histo ry o f ho w 
the Carthagenians u nd er Hannibal 
chased the Italians all o v er the 
map o f Italy . The sho res o f 
the 
Ad riatic and the Io nian seas, as 
well as the Med iterranean, hav e 
had co u ntless emp ires 
rise 
and 
fall, fo r we find the remains and 
ru ins o f p eo p les, who liv ed and 
wro u ght in the ages befo re the 
d awn o f what we call civ ilizatio n. 
The emp ires o f the p ast ro se and 
fell and o thers su cceed ed them, 
u ntil to d ay fo u r mo d ern natio ns 
are at war in the same lo cality , 
seeking the same thing, su p rem­ 
acy . One w riter intimates that the 
Gho sts o f the fo rmer ru lers 
o f 
tho se co u ntries are d ismay ed 
at

The Med iterranean o ccu p ies a 
v ery co nsp icu o u s 
p lace . bo rd er­ 
ing as it d o es, the co ntinents o f 
Eu ro p e, Asia and Africa. It is 
co nnected with the Atlantic by 
the Strait o f Gibraltar nine miles 
wid e, bu t is a tid eless sea. 
There is an o u tflo w o f warm 
Med iterranean w ater to the A t­ 
lantic, beneath^ the Atlantic light­ 
er water, which flo ws in at the 
su rface th 
jgh 
the 
Strait 
o f 
Gibraltar. 
A similar state o f things ex ist 
a.t the entrance to the Black sea. 
Since 186 9 , it has been co nnected 
with the Red sea and the Ind ian 
o cean by means o f the Su ez canal. 
It is 2400 miles lo ng fro m Gibral­ 
tar to the Sy rian co ast and its 
wid th v aries fro m 100 miles to 
1000 miles. Its co nnectio n with the 
Black sea, is thro u gh the Dard a­ 
nelles, the Sea o f Marmo ra and 
Bo sp o ru s. 
The mean d ep th is 7 6 8 fatho ms 
acco rd ing to so me au tho rities. The 
co u ntries bo rd ering the Med iter­ 
ranean hav e been the 
crad le 
o f 
civ ilizatio n and u ntil recently , has 
been co mmercially , the mo st im­ 
p o rtant waterway in the 
wo rld . 
The Ap o stle Pau l trav ersed many 
o f the co u ntries east and no rth­ 
east o f the Med iterranean in his 
missio nary jo u rney s as a p reacher 
o f the go sp el and bo re testimo ny 
o f the ad v anced civ ilizatio n 
he 
fo u nd in so me o f the cities o n the 
co ast.
